were laid waste and her factories 
wrecked with typical Teuton 
thor- 


oughness. 


Should the proposed economic pol- 


icy be put in effect a rapid rise in 
the value of the German mark i:; 
«ure to follow, because German in- 
dustry will come rapidly back toward 
normal. 
The French franc, on the 


other hand, cannot increase in value 
until France has rebuilt her devasta- 
ted areas and has her factories again 
in operation. 


As to Russia, the French leel that

shows lack of knowledge of the real 
situation. 
Before Russian commerce 


with outside nations can be devei- 
noed to any extent the French hold. 
Russian railways must be 
rebuilt.

lieve that Russia has extensive stocks 
of cereals and raw material-- to sup- 
ply to other countries.

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THE TREASURY AXD TH&MOXEY 


MARKET. 


The passage by the House of the clause 


in the Legislative Appropriation bill abol- 
ishing the Sub-Treasuries could hardly 
be more timely, although the reform it- 
self is long past clue. The usefulness of 
the Sub-Treasuries ceased with the es- 
tablishment of the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem, to .which their duties and functions 
.are now to be transferred. The threat- 
' encd Sub-Treasuries survived, neverthe- 
less, because the superfluous resources of 
the Treasury and money market made 
negligible the use of the funds locked up 
in them. The money market now is so 
close that the release of the .$50,000,000 of 
practically reserve funds in the Sub- 
Treasuries will be a welcome windfall. 


But that is less important than the end- 


ing of the periodical turning of tax funds 
into the Sub-Treasuries by billions, only 
to disburse them and flood the money 
market. The alternate flooding and con- 
striction of the money market in that 
manner is as absurd as would be the 
practice of any depositor who should 
keep two bank accounts, one for receiv- 
ables and another for payablcs. and keep 
a buhince in both by constant sh'fts he- 
Iv.-een Ih^m. The government will now 
keep its bank account like other bank de- 
positors. and fne money market will not 
lose the use of the funds. There will be 
iluciuations in the Treasury's balances, 
but llipy will be absorbed in the deposit 
item of the Federal Reserve system and 
will not be emphasized by reflection in 
the reserve ratio. The saving of the ex- 
pense of the unnecessary nine Sub-Treas- 
uries in as many leading cities is worth 
mention, and helps" to reduce an unusual- 
ly large legislative appropriation bill by 
.$18,000,000. Hitherto that economy has 
been fatal to the proposal, which* has 
passed the House several times, only to 
be killed in the Senate by a combination 
of the influences which thought more of 
local than of'national benefits. That or- 
deal still threatens the proposal, but less 
seriously than hitherto, through its being 
part of a necessary appropriation bill. 


The Federal Reserve will pay special 


attention to so important a depositor, but 
ihe Treasury will be treated. on a busi- 
ness basis. That is as it should be. The 
war now being over, there is no ground 
for patriotic appeals that the Treasury 
should receive lower rates for its accom- 
modation than others. The Treasury is 
steadily raising the rate which it offers 
for the accommodation it requires pend- 
ing the collection of taxes, and the Fed- 
eral Reserve is steadily reducing the 
"spread" between its general rate and the 
rate on Government paper. "When the 
"spread" between those items disap- 
pears there will go with it one induce- 
ment to profit by inflation through the 
banks' lending in order to make a profit 
by rediscounting. The money market 
will be more wholesome when the Liber- 
ty bonds are held by investors with their 
own money and when the banks' resourc- 
es are thus made available for commerce. 
A differential in favor of Government ac- 
commodation obscures the necessity of 
taxes to support the Government and de- 
prives trade of funds which the Federal 


* Reserve was established to supply. The 


GoYorHir.cnl is not entitled to relief from 
the necessity of applying to Congress for 
funds for all its proper needs, and com- 
merce is entitled to all the accommoda- 
tion which it rightfully asks. To stint 
trade lo support Government expendi- 
tures is a double wrong, fostered by the 
1-Ydrrnl Reserve itself so long as it con- 
sitli"*.

GONE! 


On February 29, the United States gov- 


ernment lost '$500,000.000 worth of oil 
lands because Attorney General A. Mitch- 
ell Palmer has failed in his duty to ap- 
peal the case to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 
• The lands go to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, by default. Palmer's 
refusal to protect the public interest has 
not a shadow of excuse. He originally 
had six months in which to appeal the 
case, involving lands in California in 
which the government's original suit de- 
clared the Southern Pacific had defraud- 
ed the United Stales government. The 
lower court's decision was rendered Aug. 
29, 1919. The six months expired on the. 
last day of February. 


Palmer waited until Dec. 5, before an- 


nouncing that he would not appeal the 
case. In spite of protests from Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels (the lands contain 
part of the naval oil reserve), members 
of Congress, and the National -Conserva- 
tion Association, Palmer has refused to 
act. 


His failure to protect the public inter- 


est in this case is made more significant 
by the fact that immediately upon assum- 
ing office as attorney general, he dis- 
missed the assistant attorney general 
who was in charge of these suits. Palmer 
has made no defense of his action except 
to say that, in his opinion, the case could 
not be won on appeal. He has thus 
usurped the function of the court by de- 
ciding the case himself in advance. 


Appeals to the president to force him 


to move have been ineffective, presum- 
ably because they never reached the pres- 
ident's eye personally. 
- - - 


The oil lands in this case cannot-now 


be saved. But when President Wilson 
discovers what his cabinet officer has 
done, there should be another "Lansing 
incident," with a little less politeness.

upon the importance of the natural 
ebum or skin oil secreted by the 
ebaceous glands of the skin and 
calp, and the importance of this 
My substance in kepeing the skin 
oft, clean, smooth, warm and beautt- 
ul. It is equally important in keep- 
ng the hair clean, life-like and beau- 
iful.

skilled pharmacist on order, after the 
formula and method given in the U. 
S. Phannacoppoeia for Ointment of 
Rose 
Water 
(Ungeuntum Aquae 


Rosae), which is the official name for 
cold cream. (Readers will please not 
ask me to give the recipe for cold 
cream for it can't be satisfactorily 
made except by the pharmacist.) 
The drawback about artificial skin 


oils, as compared with the natural se- 
bum, is that they do not last as long 
on the skin. They dry up too quick- 
ly, or disappear by attrition or some- 
thing—of course, no oil applied to 
the skin is absorbed in any appreci- 
able amount, contrary to a popular 
fancy. One should use any such oil 
sparingly, not in sufficient amount to 
make the skin unpleasantly greasy. 
It has been estimated that the nor- 


mal daily average quantity of sebum 
secreted by the skin is about a tea- 
spoonful. Therefore apply oil spar- 
ingly, but often". 


Oil of sesame (teel oil, benne oil, 


Oleum sesami U. 'S. P.) is perhaps 
the best of all artificial bkin or scalp 
oils because it is slowest to dry away. 
It was used by the Persians and the 
Egyptians, and still is used by the 
modern Arabs both as food and as a 
beautifler of the skin. Since it does 
not dry, sesame oil cannot clog the 
oil ducts or hair follicles (the pores, 
as Miss Prinkle Primps calls 'em).

Africa either is so lucky in dealing 
with labor that it doesn't need brains, 
or else so brainy it doesn't need luck. 


\Vith the rest of the world stew- 


Ing in labor troubles, South Africa has 
industrial peace. 


Big industry, of which gold-mining 


ind diamond-mining arc greatest, have 
been practically untouched by labor 
unrest. 


What would you do, Mr. Employer, 


if you had 900 employes and you only 
had to pay 100 of them an average of 
$7.50 a day and the other 800 only 
had to be paid' 50 to 75 cents a day 
and provided with food and lodging 
costing only 12 to 15 cents a day? 


That's the labor situation in South 


Africa. Yet capital is gloomy. Most 
of the agitation now going on comes, 
not "from labor, but 
from 
capital. 


There has been a government inquiry 
into the low-grade mine labor ques- 
tion. 


Mine owners, pleading that the cost 


of gold production in low-grade mines 
vio'.ding a low percentage of gold per 
ton has gone up so high, aro trying to 
have the color bar lifted. 


The color bar is a law prohibiting 
natives fiom lioldim 
jobs as gang 
mines or jobs 
bosses or foremen 
requiring skill.
